To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Antrim,  in  the  County 
of  Hillsborough,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town 
Affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Town,  on  the  10th  day  of  March,  1953,  at  10:00  o'clock  in  the 
morning  to  act  on  the  following  subjects: 

The  polls  will  be  open  at  10:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and 
close  at  4:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  Voting  on  the  Articles 
will  commence  at  1:00  P.  M. 

1.  To  choose  all  necessan,'^  Town  Officers,  Agents  and  Trus- 
tees for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  Auditors  on  the  Town  Officers' 
accounts,  and  act  thereon. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and  empower  its 
selectmen  to  borrow  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  in  anticipa- 
tion of  Taxes. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  at  this  meeting  by  written 
ballot  on  all  appropriations  of  money  exceeding  $4,000. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  $7,000.00  for  the  re- 
pair of  Roads  and  Bridges  for  the  ensuing  year  or  take  any  other 
action  thereon. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  $5,500.00  for  snow 
removal  for  the  ensuing  year  or  take  any  other  action  thereon. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,000.00 
for  the  surface  treatment  and  maintenance  of  tar  roads  or  take 
any  other  action  thereon. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$602.37  in  order  to  obtain  from  the  State  Highway  Department 
the  sum  of  $4,015.79  to  be  used  for  Town  Road  Aid  or  take  any 
other  action  thereon. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  $500.00  to  Hard  sur- 
face the  White  Birch  Point  Road  from  the  Howard  Road  to  a 
point  between  the  property  of  Elton  E,  Ellis  and  Abbie  P. 
Fleming,  or  take  any  other  action  thereon. 


10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  $1,200.00  to  rebuild 
portions  of  Elm  St.,  and  Highland  Ave  ,  or  take  any  other  action 
thereon. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  $6,900.00,  the  maxi- 
mum estimate  of  Antrim's  share  of  the  Antrim-Deering  Bridge, 
$3,450.00  to  be  paid  this  year,  balance  to  be  borrowed  note  due 
in  one  year,  or  take  any  other  action  thereon. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $182.00  (1 /100th  of  1%  of  the  valuation  of  the  Town)  to 
the  Monadnock  Region  Association  of  Southern  New  Hamp- 
shire for  issuance  and  distribution  of  printed  matter,  newspaper 
and  magazine  advertising,  and  by  other  means  calling  attention 
to  the  resources  and  natural  advantages  of  the  Town,  in  co- 
operation with  the  other  thirty-seven  towns  of  the  Monadnock 
Region. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  reimburse  Antrim  Precinct 
in  the  amount  of  $1,746.31  for  expenses  of  the  Fire  Department 
or  take  any  action  thereon. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  $150.00  to  pro- 
vide for  suitable  care  and  maintenance  of  Public  Cemeteries 
within  its  confines,  which  are  not  otherwise  provided  for,  as  re- 
quired by  Chapter  68,  of  the  Revised  Laws  or  take  any  other 
action  thereon. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  $2,500.00 
for  Street  Lighting  for  the  ensuing  year  or  take  any  action 
thereon. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  the  collector  of  taxes 
2%  of  amount  of  Head  Taxes  collected. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $400.00  to  be  used  in  cooperation  with  State  and  Federal 
funds,  for  the  control  of  White  Pine  Blister  Rust  within  the 
confines  of  the  Town. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the  Invoices  and 
Taxes  printed  and  sent  to  the  taxpayers,  and  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $175.00  to  carry  this  article  into  effect.

Memorial  Day  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

21.  Shall  the  provisions  of  Chapter  171A  of  the  revised  laws 
relative  to  playing  games  of  beano  be  adopted  in  this  town? 


22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  from  a  committee 
of  citizens  of  the  Town  a  sum  of  not  less  than  $12,500  to  be  used 
by  the  Town,  with  a  sum  of  not  exceeding  $12,500  to  be  appro- 
priated by  the  Town  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  com- 
munity center  building.

1951  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $50.00  to  defray 
the  school  district's  share  of  the  cost  thereof,  and  to  authorize 
the  School  Board  to  execute  on  behalf  of  the  School  District  the 
necessary  agreement  with  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  to  carry 
this  plan  into  effect. 
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10.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  paint  the  outside  of  the 
High  School  building  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to 
exceed  $700,00  to  carry  this  article  into  effect,  or  take  any 
action  thereon. 

11.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting.

Curriculum 

There  have  been  no  major  changes  made  in  the  curriculum  of 
the  school  during  the  past  year,  however,  several  changes  seem 
worthy  if  the  school  is  to  continue  an  effective  agent  of  social 
preparation  and  interpretation.  Basically,  there  is  a  need  of 
revising  the  courses  required  and  electives  so  they  correspond 
more  satisfactorily  with  recent  curriculum  studies  and  trends. 

Several  courses  now  a  part  of  the  program  of  studies,  need  the 
benefit  of  expansion,  particularly  in  the  matter  of  equipment. 
More  can  and  should  be  done  in  the  area  of  audio-visual  educa- 
tion. Specific  funds  should  be  allotted  for  the  rental  of  class- 
room films;  this  would  allow  teachers  the  opportunity  of  select- 
ing films  designed  to  meet  particular  course  objectives,  and 
eliminate  the  present  haphazardness  of  "hit  or  miss"  in  free 
films. 

With  the  ever-growing  dependence  upon  oral  communica- 
tion, it  becomes  necessary  for  the  school  to  place  an  increasing 
emphasis  on  oral  interpretation.  If  the  Antrim  schools  are  to 
meet  this  vital  challenge  adequately,  it  would  seem  wise  to  ac- 
quire a  tape  recorder.  This  splendid  tool  could  be  utilized  in 
many  different  ways,  and  particularly  is  it  a  must  in  remedial 
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speech  work.  Needless  to  say,  the  recorder  would  be  of  unusual 
benefit  to  the  music  and  dramatic  activities. 

More  effective  work  can  be  achieved  in  the  field  of  English  if 
the  groups  are  devised  along  homogeneous  lines.  That  is, 
supplant  present  grade  groupings  with  groups  based  on  reading 
ability  and  general  educational  development.  This  would 
enable  the  teacher  to  deal  directly  with  pupil  reading  adjust- 
ments and  fulfill  individual  needs. 

Other  curriculum  questions  worthy  of  investigation  and  study 
are:  (1)  Is  there  a  need  for  driver-training  education?  (2)  Would 
it  be  possible  to  expand  present  shop  facilities  to  include  some 
work  in  mechanical  drawing  and  automotive  mechanics?  (3)  Is 
there  a  place  for  art  (appreciation  and  creative)  in  the  Antrim 
Schools? 

Extra  Curricula  Activities 

The  school's  primary  responsibility  is,  of  course,  mental  de- 
velopment, however,  it  is  also  charged  with  the  social  develop- 
ment of  its  youth.  Therefore,  these  activities  which  are  desig- 
nated as  beyond  or  outside  the  curriculum  actually  fulfill  an 
essential  function  in  providing  a  proper  social  environment 
wherein  the  pupil  may  acquire  a  well-balanced  and  wholesome 
personality. 

The  Seniors  have  engaged  in  a  whirl  of  activity  this  year,  and 
the  New  York  trip  seems  a  greater  reality  with  each  passing  day. 
Early  in  the  Fall,  they  presented  the  three  act  comedy  "Miss 
Alma  Mater"  to  a  large  and  appreciative  audience.  The  very 
able  director  of  this  thespian  venture  was  Mrs.  Josephine  Briod, 
advisor  to  the  Senior  Class.  In  the  Spring,  the  school  plans  to 
present  the  annual  one-act  plays  for  benefit  of  the  Student 
Activity  Fund. 

The  High  School  Chorus  "went  on  tour"  this  year.  At  the 
time  of  this  writing,  the  Chorus  had  already  presented  a  pro- 
gram at  Hillsboro  High  School,  and  has  been  invited  to  present 
a  variety  show  to  Vilas  High  School  in  Alstead.  These  schools 
are  in  turn  presenting  programs  at  Antrim.  Mrs.  Isabel  Nichols 
is  to  be  highly  commended  for  the  splendid  work  she  is  doing 
with  the  youngsters  in  music.  Antrim  can  be  justly  proud  of  its 
chorus,  and  look  forward  to  further  expansion  in  this  field  as 
Mrs.  Nichols  hopes  to  form  an  instrumental  group. 

A  full  program  of  athletics  is  being  carried  on.  The  basket- 
ball season  is  now  in  its  zenith,  and  though  there  have  been 
losses,  it  has  been  a  successful  season  in  many  respects.  Both 
coaches.  Miss  Rita  Goldberg  and  Mr.  Joseph  Dehm  have  made 
significant  contributions  to  their  teams.  Particularly,  is  it  a 
pleasure  to  note  at  this  time,  the  high  degree  of  sportsmanship 
displayed  by  the  Antrim  teams.  The  boys  and  girls  are  gaining 
many  useful  experiences  from  participation  in  athletics;  for  in 
the  trials  and  triumphs  of  victory  and  defeat,  they  are  learning 
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the  important  lessons  of  teamwork  that  will  enable  them  to  play 
the  game,  the  great  game  of  getting  along  in  our  American 
democratic  society. 

Last  fall  for  the  first  time,  Antrim  organized,  under  the  gui- 
dance of  Coach  Dehm,  a  six  man  football  team  and  played  a 
home  and  home  series  with  the  following:  V;las,  Goffstown, 
Hillsboro,  and  Marlboro. 

The  school  hopes  with  the  assistance  of  "old  man  winter"  to 
encourage  an  interest  in  skiing.  The  student  council  had  hoped 
to  sponsor  a  winter  carnival  this  year,  but  the  time  schedule  for 
February  was  already  full  with  school  and  town  activities,  and 
the  probability  of  snow  in  March  seemed  rather  doubtful  so  the 
Council  decided  that  it  would  be  best  to  pass  over  the  carnival 
this  year.  However,  in  another  year,  it  is  hoped  that  some  town 
groups  will  want  to  join  with  the  school  and  make  the  winter 
carnival  an  annual  community  project. 

The  Seniors  are  presently  compiling  their  yearbook  which 
will  be  on  sale  sometime  in  May.  It  is  a  larger  book  this  year 
with  many  new  features  and  will  provide  a  poignant  memory  of 
"school  days"  for  all  its  purchasers. 

There  are  mai^y  other  activities  in  progress  or  planned.  Plow- 
ever,  space  will  not  permit  a  more  complete  report  than  this 
brief  review  of  some  of  the  highlights.  These  activities  are  made 
possible  through  the  Student  Activity  Fund  in  combination 
with  the  support  of  the  people  of  Antrim.  This  loyal  support 
has  been  invaluable. 

Graduates 

A  class  of  12  was  graduated  from  Antrim  High  School  in  1952. 
Of  the  girls,  two  are  attending  nursing  schools  at  Manchester 
and  Hanover.  Two  are  attending  college,  Simmons  and  Keene 
Teachers.  One  is  in  the  service,  and  one  is  at  home.  Two  of  the 
boys  are  already  in  the  service,  and  two  others  now  emplo^^ed 
locally  have  enlisted  and  are  awaiting  their  call.  One  boy  is  at- 
tending New  England  College  and  the  other  is  employed 
locally. 

The  problem  of  "what  to  do"  after  graduation  is  a  most 
serious  one  for  our  young  people  to  face.  The  school  stands 
ready  to  advise  and  assist  in  this  problem  and  welcomes  the 
inquirias  of  both  students  and  parents. 

Hot  Lunch  Program 

The  Hot  Limch  Program  has  been  of  unusual  merit  this  year 
and  much  credit  should  go  to  Mrs.  Miriam  Roberts  and  her 
staff  for  this  successful  venture.  Because  of  the  clement  weath- 
er this  winter  the  attendance  has  dropped  somewhat.  This 
creates  an  additional  problem  in  that  operation  cost  must  be 
met  with  a  diminishing  income. 
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Conclusion 

I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation 
for  the  fine  support  that  I  have  received  from  a  most  excellent 
staff.  I  also  want  to  thank  the  students  for  their  splendid  co- 
operation and  generous  enthusiasm  in  pursuance  of  the  school 
program,  all  of  which  have  contributed  to  a  pleasant  school  year. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  wish  to  extend  the  appreciation  of 
myself  and  the  entire  staff  for  the  splendid  cooperation  received 
from  you  and  the  school  board  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT   OF   THE   SUPERINTENDENT   OF   SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Antrim : 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  herewith  my  second  annual  report 
as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

This  has  been  a  year  of  transition  in  our  schools  because  we 
found  it  necessary  to  replace  all  but  three  teachers  in  the  system. 
It  is  fortunate  that  the  new  teachers  selected  are  able  to  work 
congenially  together  and  have  been  able  to  win  the  respect  of 
the  student  body.  Both  the  school  spirit  and  scholastic  a- 
chievement  at  the  high  school  are  quite  satisfactory. 

In  the  elementary  school  we  have  a  problem  because  of  the 
distribution  of  pupils  in  the  grades. 

Grade  1—18  Grade  4—22 

2—13  5—8 

3—21  6—18 

In  the  first  three  grades  25  pupils  are  considered  an  average 
class  and  30  a  maximum.  Since  we  decided  to  teach  grades  2 
and  3  together  5  new  pupils  have  entered.  Mrs.  Severance  is 
doing  a  verj^  good  job  with  this  large  group  but  if  any  more 
pupils  come  in  we  must  divide  the  grades  with  the  addition  of  a 
new  teacher. 

During  the  summer  some  work  was  done  to  renovate  the 
interior  of  the  high  school.  Walls  were  repaired  and  repainted 
in  all  rooms  except  the  main  room.  All  floors  on  the  second  story 
were  filled  and  waxed.  During  the  spring  shop  boys  built  an 
office  for  the  principal  in  the  upper  hall.  This  fall  members  of 
the  shop  classes  sanded  out  all  marks  from  the  desks  and  re- 
varnished  them.  (It  is  gratifying  to  see  how  clean  the  students 
have  kept  their  desks  ever  since.)  Additional  desks  were  in- 
stalled in  the  social  studies  room  so  the  seniors  might  be  by 
them.selves  and  so  only  laboratory  classes  would  have  to  be 
taught  on  the  third  floor. 

This  year  an  effort  has  been  made  at  all  grade  levels  to  stress 
the  moral  and  spiritual  values  that  have  made  this  a  great 
nation.  Many  of  us  were  deeply  impressed  by  the  words  of  our 
president  when  he  said,  "America  is  great  because  she  is  good, 
and  if  ever  America  ceases  to  be  good  she  will  cease  to  be  great." 
The  school  must  take  its  place  along  with  the  church  and  home 
in  teaching  the  love  of  truth,  justice,  freedom  and  peace  if  we 
wish  to  preserve  the  way  of  life  we  now  enjoy. 

During  the  remainder  of  this  year  the  faculty  is  going  to  re- 
examine the  ways  we  teach  reading  to  see  how  we  can  become 
more  efficient  in  this  field.    Movies,  radio  and  T.V.  have  re- 
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duced  the  time  we  have  left  for  reading  but  ability  to  read  quick- 
ly and  accurately  is  still  the  basis  for  many  occupations. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
school  board,  teachers  and  parents  for  their  cooperation  in 
making  this  a  successful  school  year.
